"Conflicting  influences  vied  for  control  of  extra  staple  cotton 
markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  centers  during  the  past  week. 
Heavy  buying  of  medium- length  staple  cotton  in  certain  quarters  of  the 
market  stiffened  prices  on  inch-and- one- eighth  cotton  after  having 
absorbed  all  the  bargain  lots  previously  available.     This  activity  did 
much  to  bolster  up  an  otherwise  weakening  market.

Temperatures  continue  to  be  abnormally  low,  and  it  is  stated 
that,  as  a  result,  the  progress  of  the  crop  has  been  slowed  down 
considerably.     Some  minor  damage  from  cold  weather  is  reported 
in  certain  northern  sections.    Hovrever,  on  the  whole,  nothing 
untoward  has  happened  to  the  crop  so  far,  and  the  water  supply 
is  plentiful,  but  warmer  weather  is  needed.

"Staple  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  centers  were 
affected  this  week  by  a  severe  squeeze  on  the  longer  fibered  cottons, 
and  prices  advanced  sharply  without  bringing  into  the  market  any  con- 
siderable amount  of  cotton,  not  enough,  at  least,  to  supply  the  current 
demand.    Merchants  here  report  they  are  unable  to  get  suitable  cotton 

offered  from  the  South  at  any  price.  >

"A  good  sty|e  of  middling  inch  and  three -sixteenths  sold  this  week 
at  550  on  July,  and  there  was  said  to  be  some  interest  in  more  of  it 
around  the  same  figure,  but  it  was  not  available  here  at  this  time. 
Some  merchants  had  been  tentatively  quoting  this  type  at  400  to  450  on 
July,  but  when  a  large  user  came  into  the  market  to  buy  at  these  levels, 
it  was  found  that  very  little  actual  cotton  could  be  had  and  prices  jumped 
rapidly.
